Tom Smith put all emerg- 
ency security regulations into effect. 
All men were locked in their cells 
and every available guard was called 
on duty.

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ILLINOIS SCHOOL PROGRESS 


(Bloomington Pantagraph) 


Illinois has set about at long last to take itself out 
of the unenviable position of first place in the number of 
school districts among the 48 states. Vernon L. NickelL 
state superintendent of public instruction, reported Nov. 
24 that Illinois now has 5,404 elementary districts ? -. com- 
pared with 10,210 just two years ago. Mr. Nickell reported 
467 high schools in operation as compared with 656 in 
-1946. 


That is a remarkable record. A school district map 
. of the state will reveal a wide belt across the central sec- 
; lion from east to west where most of the consolidations 
* and mergers have taken place. 


The greatest progress has been at the elementary 
level because the state had so many 1-room rural schools. 
. The greatest problem is reorganization of high school dis- 
: tricts. This and other counties have high school districts 
that are too small to provide adequate enrollment, equip- 
ment, instruction and facilities for a well rounded sec- 
• >ndary education. Some of them have seen the problem 
i*d have proceeded ta face up to it. Others are still in 
he wishful thinking stage. 


More school district mergers are due, especially at the 
high school level. If progress in the next two years is as 
great as it has been in the last two, Illinois will begin to 
get in a position where it can provide good schools. Reor- 
. ganization will not insure good schools. It only makes 
them possible if the people are willing to provide them.

Jerseyville—The Illinois laws con- 
trolling the operation of slot ma- 
chines and gambling devices 
and 
other forms of gambling are to be 
enforced in Jersey county, according 
to a statement issued here by State's 
Attorney Al H. Petitt, who assumed 
the duties of his new office Monday. 


"I have discussed the matter of 
enforcing the law regulating com- 
mercialized gambling with Sheriff 
C. E. Wedding," Petitt stated, "and 
the Sheriff has assured me of his 
cooperation in quelling all forms of 
gambling in the county wherever ii 
may be found, and regardless of cir- 
cumstances. 


"The people of Jersey county have 
elected me to the office of State's 
Attorney. My duties are defined by 
the statute. I am a servant of the 
People in the enforcement of the law 
and will not shirk my duties and re- 
sponsibilities as such. "I am leaving

And that's why he's complaining, 
He's a one-man monopolist with a 
monopoly nobody seems to want— 
tent stakes. And Rocky, a Kansas 
City businessman, owns a mountain 
of 'em. 


Rocky's troubles began last May 
while he was traveling about 
the 
country buying war surplus mater- 
ials. At New Orleans an official of 
the War Assets Arministration told 
him: 
A Real Bargain 


"At Shreveport we've got 8,500.000 
surplus tent stakes. It's a real bar 
gain. Think of all the things they 
could be used for." 


Rocky agreed it was a rare oppor- 
tunity. He rushed to Shreveport and 
found the tent stakes. They 
had 
cost the government $898,000—bet- 
ter than a dime apiece. Rocky got 
them for a fraction of a cent each. 


"But you have to move them out 
in 90 days," he was warned. 


Rocky looked at his tent stakes 
again. They were in boxes in a stack 
15 feet high, 30 feet wide. And the 
stack stretched a half mile. 


"Eighty-nine dayi later I got the 
last of 'em moved to the other side 
of town by a planing mill," Rocky 
sighed. "But I was twenty pounds 
lighter and had 400 new gray hairs. 
Good For What? 


"Meanwhile, I had been thinking 
what to do with them. Everybody 
thought 
good 
seasoned 
oak 
tent 
stakes would be fine for a lot of 
thipgs. So did I. But for what?" 


Half the tent pegs were 24 inches 
long, half were 16 inches. 


"First I talked to the tent manu- 
factureres," Rocky recalled. 


"It turned out that 8.500,000 tent 
stakes were enough to last them 50 
years—and they don't buy that far 
ahead." 


On the other hand there weren't 
enough to make it profitable to set 
up a factory to turn them 
into 
hardwood flooring. 


about turning them into small pick- 
et fences? The tent stakes were too 
heavy and think. 
They Burn Too Fast 


"I couldn't sell them fcr firewood 
because they bu/n too fast," mourn- 
ed Rocky. "I was willing to donate a 
big. batch to the Boy Scouts—but it 
would-ve cost me more to ship them 
than I paid for 'em." 


The only way Rocky has found so 
far to get out from under his in- 
vestment is to manufacture his tent 
stakes into camp stools. Each takes 
eight pegs and some canvas. 


"That left me the job of finding 
1,062.500 people who wanted to sit on 
a camp stool," he said. "So far I've 
only found 100,000." 


But this used up 800,000 tent stakes 
—leaving him only 7,700,000 to go. 
One reason Rocky wants to pull up 
stakes and get out of the tent stake 
business is to give him time to work 
out another small personal problem. 


"I also bought 70,000 steel files to 
sharpen 
saws," 
he 
sighed. 
"And 
you'd be surprised how few people 
are sharpening saws this year."

Would Use Only 
Word "Deaf In 
State Statutes 


The Citizens' Committee on Legis- 
lation 
for 
Exceptional 
Children, 
convened Tuesday, December 7, at 
the LaSalle Hotel and approved a 
proposal to eliminate the words "and 
dumb" in all statutes now using the 
terminology "deaf and dumb." 


The amendments were prepared by 
the Illinois Commission for Handi- 
capped Children and will be pre- 
sented by them to the General As- 
sembly 
scheduled 
to 
convene 
in 
Springfield on January 5. 


The elimination of the words "and 
dumb" was proposed by the Division 
of Special Education, Office of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. 


The purpose of this amendment is 
to eliminate the general misunder- 
standing among people that deaf 
children are unable to talk. Modern 
teaching methods now used in Illi- 
nois make it possible for deaf chil- 
dren to learn to talk. 


This method of oral teaching and 
lip-reading broadens the opportun- 
ity of deaf people. It allows them to 
mingle with normal groups and live 
a normal life. 


The Citizens' Committee, called to- 
gether every two years by the Illinois 
Commission for Handicapped Chil- 
dren for the purpose of discussing 
legislative proposals, also approved a 
proposal that the statute creating 
the Commission be amended to raise 
the age limit of the physically handi- 
capped and mentally handicapped as 
defined in the Act from eighteen 
years to twenty-one years. 


This amendment 
would inclhde 
the same age group as those included 
McGlothlin to receive the entire es-^n crippled children's services, and

He didn't know 
whether to bob or back up. Conn 
did all the leading, while Louis was 
contented to drop in a couple of left 
hooks that were short. 


Louis did not get warmed up to 
his task until the third round when 
he opened up for the first time. He 
began spearing Conn with left jabs 
and hooks and connected solidly 
with a hard left to the body. If they 
had not been wearing 
14-ounce 
gloves, Conn might have gone crash- 
ing to the floor. Instead Louis walk- 
ed away giving the impression that 
he was pulling his punches. 


A 
shifty boxer, with knockout 
punching power, Louis seemed con- 
tent to allow Conn to throw his 
hooks and left jabs and to try his 
luck in blocking them. Only twice 
did the champion open up seriously 
and he made no attempt to throw 
another damaging punch after nail- 
ing Conn solidly. Louis seemed con- 
tent to coast through the last two 
rounds by shooting out an occasional 
left jab or blocking Conn's returns. 


The champion scaled 220 pounds, 
about five pounds above his usual 
fighting weight, while Conn weighed 
186. 


Louis pocketed $7,492.55 for his 18 
minutes work in the ring, Conn 
earned $5,187.15. 


Some observers left the building 
with the impression that Louis could 
have stopped Conn, but babied him 
into making a good showing.

The committee has been furn-

These were 
sent to them by Clarence M. Klas- 
sen, chief sanitary engineer of the 
State of Illinois. When completed 
the reports are sent in directly to 
the • sanitation department of the 
state or given to the committee to 
be sent in, 


Mr. Klasser. then sends contain- 
ers and directions for sampling the 
well reported. 
After making the 
analysis of tne sample and study- 
ing the diagram of the well in re- 
lation to possible sources of bac- 
terial infection, the state furnishes 
each owner of the well with recom- 
mendations for making the water 
safe for drinking purposes, if it is 
found to be contaminated. 


Supt. M. F. Fullmer has given the 
committee the names of the instruc- 
tors of the 24 schools in the county 
who will use well water for drink- 
ing purposes. 
He has asked the 
committee to send report blanks to 
each with addressed envelopes for 
mailing them to the state depart- 
ment. 
Analysis cf some of the 
wells are already being made and 
is hoped to have all school drink- 
ing water catalogued and any need- 
ed improvements mace soon.
